Applicant argues that Chang does not teach performing two actions depending on mode of operation. The modes of operation taken into 
account in the system of Chang are the normal mode of accessing at the usual range (Real Mode 100) and a second mode to access 
data with an address beyond 1 Mbyte. 

Applicant argues that Chang does not teach using a single port to provide the SMI signal thus allowing the two modes of operation to 
take place. The SMI signal facilitates access in this system by providing an interrupt when needed, since this signal comes from one 
source, the software interrupt interface 160, the system is utilizing the output of one port to perform either mode of operation.
